This most exceptional issue, which, according to Hahn, falls between the years 512 and 517, is struck on the weight standard of the 
large series but in the size and weight of the small series. This coin, however, is struck at the size weight of the heavy series. The 
reason for the startling design is unknown but it may celebrate a refounding of Constantinople after the end of the revolt of Vitalian, 
513-515. Hitherto only two folles of this type were known (Berlin and London), a single half-Follis, (Dumbarton Oaks) and a 
dekanummia (Barber Institute). This specimen, the only one not in a museum, clearly shows that unlike the folles, the half-folles 
did not bear an officina letter. It is interesting to note that the owner who pierced the coin may have done so because of the unusual 
nature of the reverse.

He issued no coinage in his own name buta specific series of siliquae and half- 
siliquae which copy official issues of Honorius have long been ascribed to him. These pieces are normally found in Tunisia, are struck 
on flans too small for the dies, and usually appear with the die axis 90° or 270° rather than the usual Roman 180° or 360°. The coins 
only began to be issued after the capture of Carthage and may well have continued on into the reign of Gaiseric’s son Huneric, 477- 
484. Named issues of the Vandals only appeared under Gunthamund, 484-496 (see below, nos, 337-348).

Under Phocas the normal ending was PERPAN, 
as on the following lot from the same year. Our coin, however, ends PERP AVN showing that the engraver was unsure of what the 
proper formula was to be. He also realized that his intended legend, PERP AV AN, simply would not fit on the coin.

The Revolt of the Heraclii, 608-610

This coin poses a number of problems in mint attribution, not only for itself but also for subsequent issues of Heraclius, themselves 
ascribed to the mint of Carthage (see, below, nos. 398, 399 and 401), The DOC distributed the gold of the Heraclii between the mints 
of Carthage and Alexandria (following P. Grierson, "The Consular Coinage of 'Heraclius’ and the Revolt against Phocas of 608-610," 
NC 1950, pp. 71-93). The first series is of the characteristic Carthaginian thick fabric, uses the equally characteristic lambda form 
of L, and bears the indictional dates 11-13 (DOC 1-3, MIB 1, S 710). The second group, ascribed to Alexandria, is more varied. Its 
first series is composed of coins having rather rough, stylistically peculiar obverses paired with reverse dies bearing the inscription 
VICTORIA AVCC and the officina letter gamma (DOC 10, MIB 4, S 718). A second series utilizes the same obverse but paired with 
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a reverse reading VICTORIA CONSAB and ending with the indictional date IA, Il= 608 (DOC 11, MIB 3, S 719). The final series 
of this second group retains the same basic reverse type as the second series (including indictional dates 11-13) but utilizes a new, 
finer style obverse which has clear Carthaginian parallels: a beardless bust for the younger Heraclius and the use of lambda for L 
(DOC 12-14, MIB 2 and S 720). The explanation for the use of the VICTORIA AVCC reverse on the first series from Alexandria 
is that old reverse dies were paired with newly cut obverses. These initial issues were then replaced by ones which bore the correct 
reverses referring to the consular status of the revolt’s leaders. Finally, the rough style obverses were replaced by others cut by amore 
experienced die-cutter sent out from Carthage, thus explaining the change in style and the Carthaginian elements of design. 


Hahn, in MIB 2, changed some of these attributions. The first group remained with Carthage (MIB 1), but the second group was 
divided in two: the first and second series were given to a mint on Cyprus (MIB 3-4: their order was inverted with AVCCT being 
seen as an issue of year 3) and the last continued as Alexandrian (MIB 2). Hahn clearly accepted the idea that his Alexandrian issues 
were made by workers imported from Carthage; and he was also convinced they were struck in Alexandria because specimens of 
this type had been found in Egypt. 


However, the situation changed in the interval between the publication of MIB 2 in 1975 and MIB 3 in 1981. It appeared that a 
considerable group of gold coins of Heraclius were of undoubted Carthaginian style but were of surprisingly large module (MIB 3 
91-93, all solidi). They also bore dates which indicated that they were struck in parallel, rather than preceding or following, the 
relatively larger numbers of normal, small-sized solidi of Heraclius (MIB 83-90). He suggested that this parallel series was, in fact, 
produced in Carthage, but for use in the West (Sardinia ?) where the small-sized coins popular in Carthage were, perhaps, disliked 
or unfamiliar. Needless to say it might also be possible that the entire series of larger module issues of Heraclius were not struck at 
Carthage at all, but rather at a separate or branch mint somewhere else in North Africa or on Sardinia. In any event, the earliest of 
these larger module issues of Heraclius (MIB 3, 91-92 and nos 398-399 and 401 below) share exactly the same fabric as our solidus 
of the revolt of the Heraclii which, as we have seen, had previously been well-nigh universally ascribed to Alexandria. Thus, on MIB 
3 p. 75, the revolt solidus (DOC 13, MIB 2) was reattributed to the mint of Carthage and viewed as the earliest of that mint’s special 
issues for the West. The fact that our solidus is overstruck on a Carthage issue of Maurice, as is a solidus of Heraclius of the same 
fabric (no, 401 below), certainly strongly supports the attribution of these coins to the mint of Carthage. 


Just to complicate the situation slightly further one can suggest yet another reconstruction given the same evidence. Using the 
material presented in MIB 2 and 3, as well as the Heraclius solidus of indiction 4 which appears below as no. 401, it is clear that these 
large flan solidi of Carthaginian style began in 607/8 and continued without a break until 615/16. No coin is known for indiction 5 
in 616/17, but there is one recorded for 617/18. However, the next example of the larger module type dates to 621/22 (indiction 10) 
and is rather smaller in module and different in style. There are other solidi of this slightly smaller module for the years 622/23-627/ 
28 and 630/31 (in comparison, the normal small-sized solidi of Heraclius from Carthage form a virtually complete series, only lacking 
years 629/30 and 635/36). Now, this clear change in fabric between the larger module issues of 617/18 and those of 621/22 could 
be explained by a simple lack of evidence: if coins of the intervening years turn up we might be able to see a gradual diminution of 
size and change in style. However, this three year gap could also be explained by a complete break in the coinage due to the Persian 
conquest of Alexandria in 618. Thus, we can return to the old attribution of this group of revolt solidi to Alexandria, being made by 
workers sent from Carthage, and overstruck on older solidi from Carthage which were possibly even brought from there as part of 
the revolt’s finances, Solidi of this style would then be struck in Alexandria until just prior to the Persian take-over when the mint 
workers would be hastily withdrawn back to Carthage, where they would continue to make coins of the larger module variety for 
a number of years thereafter. This would be a neat solution, though it would, of course, leave scholars with the problem of where 
to place a number of other gold issues of Heraclius which are now tentatively ascribed to Alexandria.

This coin is dated to the year 615/16, i.e. year 4 of the indiction series beginning in 612 and ending in 627, While the delta which 
ends the reverse legend has close affinities to the alphas, and could be mistaken as one, the delta on the obverse (of which only the 
lefthand side is fully visible owing to interference from the undertype) is clearly different from the alpha in the name of Heraclius 
Constantine. The obverse style is completely different from any other known example of year 1 (as MIB 92a.1) and is very similar 
to one of year 3 (MIB 92a.3). Additionally, the cross potent on the reverse is on two short steps rather than on two very long ones 
(year 1) or three very long ones (years 2 and 3, MIB 92a.2-3). In fact, the reverse is nearly exactly the same as an example of year

This novum has to be placed early in the reign of Heraclius because of its parallels with third-siliquae of the same period. This is 
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especially valid because it has been noted (P.J. Donald, "An Inter-Denominational Die-Link at Heraclian Carthage“, NCirc J uly 1987, 
pp. 184-185) that the two normal silver denominations could share the same obverse dies. In this case, the obverse shows a bust (most 
of the lower part is missing because of the small size of the flan) which is holding a globus cruciger (the cross is quite clear) and a 
mappa (partly visible on the far 1. at the bust’s neck level). This is exactly the same arrangement as on the obverse die of the previous 
lot (see the illustration of MIB 147 for a clear example). Thus, our sixth-siliqua is firmly anchored chronologically at the beginning 
of Heraclius’ reign. While anepigraphic, the cross potent reverse type is the same as that on the third-siliquae of the second series 
of Heraclius (MIB 148 and the following lot) which continued to be issued until 617 when the types were again changed. At this point 
the obverse bust changes to one with neither globus cruciger nor mappa, thereby excluding any possibility of our coin being struck 
so late.

This is an almost inexplicable coin. In size and neatness of execution it is paralleled solely by Justinian II's earliest 
issues from Carthage, as MIB 17. However, the | in the reverse field can only be interpreted as a regnal year, similar to the I which 
appears at the end of the obverse legend on MIB 18b. Yet MIB 18a and 18b are of a quite radically different style from this piece. 
If this is the case, and the few known solidi of Justinian II from Carthage now seem clearly to fall into two distinctly different groups 
by style, we may have to rethink where the coins now attributed to Carthage were struck. The situation in North Africa during the 
last years of Byzantine rule must have been extremely ominous: Carthage was taken by the Arabs in late 695 and the last Byzantine 
outpost, Septem (Ceuta), fell in 709, We know that the Carthaginian mint, or at least some of its workers, was transferred to Sardinia 
in the face of the Arab threat and was unquestionably operating there well before Justinian II’s overthrow at the end of 695 (see below, 
nos. 437 and 438), Can we postulate that another group of workers from the mint at Carthage were transferred elsewhere in North 
Africa for safety at roughly the same time? Might there have been "branch mints" not only in Sardinia but at Ceuta as well? If so, 
one might suggest that MIB 17 and this new piece were struck at Carthage, while MIB 18 should be placed elsewhere. In any event, 
this coin probably has the distinction of being the last Byzantine gold coin to have been struck in Africa.

His history has 
been commented on in extenso by Lacam and need not detain us here. It is important to note that this is the first and only time a truly 
Imperial coin bore the name, albeit in monogram form, of one of the barbarian generals who later came to rule the West (issues of 
the Ostrogoths and other groups who issued coins bearing the names of the titular emperors in the West or East were striking primarily 
under their own authority).

These countermarked issues have long been considered issues as made in Vandalic North Africa but the evidence of the latest studies 
makes it seem overwhelmingly likely that they were, in fact, made in Italy, and were in use there during the first quarter or first half 
of the 6th century (if not slightly earlier). The MEC explains the function of these coins as being thirds (83-nummi) and sixths (42- 
nummi) of the siliqua, rather than being mere multiples of the nummus. This is paralleled by the issuing of both 120 and 125 nummi 
pieces in silver under Justinian in Italy (one being the multiple of 3-folles, the other being a half-siliqua).

Theodahad had his own coinage and Witigis, to whom coins of this type 
were commonly ascribed, was fighting Justinian’s armies: thus it is highly unlikely he would have placed his enemy's name on his 
own coins! In addition, the use of the great Theoderic’s monogram would have reminded the viewer of Amalasuntha’s ancestry, while 
the use of Justinian’s name would suggest Imperial support,

Aside from the famous triple solidus gold medallion of Theoderic now in Milan, and some exceedingly rare half-siliquae of 
Odovacear, this is the earliest portrait of a Germanic ruler on a coin; and in some ways it is very possibly the finest coin portrait of 
any ruler of late antiquity. Theodahad’s vacillating, greedy and luxury-loving character can easily be seen in the plump features, 
carefully trimmed hair and moustache, and pinched look of the bust on the coin. Of some interest is the very prominent pectoral cross 
which appears as part of Theodahad’s regalia. Such a cross is very rarely encountered on either facing or profile Imperial issues (save 
for a series of folles of Justinian from Carthage produced at roughly the same time as this coin). On the contrary, it is always found 
on the extensive series of Visigothic imitative gold tremisses which probably began soon after Theoderic assumed the regency of 
the Visigothic kingdom for his grandson Amalaric in 508. In the case of Justinian’s issues it has been suggested that the cross reflects 
his orthodoxy in the face of the Arianism of the recently defeated Vandals. Concerning Theodahad and the Visigoths the interpretation 
is very possibly the opposite: the Goths were by tradition Arians, and the prominent position given to the pectoral cross appearing 
on the busts on their coins may well show their confidence in the correctness of their own "orthodoxy" as opposed to that of the 
Empire.

The case for ascribing the FELIX RAVENNA decanummia to Ravenna, rather than to Rome, has been convincingly made in MEC, 
p. 33. It is really quite hard to accept that the full name of Ravenna, her figure, and her monogram, should appear on a coin struck 
in Rome. These coins can be viewed as a continuation of the Roman “municipal” issues after the fall of Rome to Belisarius in late 
536. Ravenna fell to Imperial forces in 540, never again to return to Gothic hands.

There seems to be no little debate over the mint attribution of Baduila’s bronze coinage. The text of MEC ascribes all the inscription 
in wreath decanummia of Baduila to Pavia and the standing figure reverses to Rome. However, some obverses of both types seem 
to link up stylistically (if not, in fact, sharing the same dies, cf. nos. 476 and 478 above) so a break between the two groups seems 
unlikely, The possibility that both groups were produced in both mints (note the great difference in portraiture between nos. 476 and 
477 above) should also be borne in mind.

The mint attributions for the Italian precious metal coinage of Justinian’s middle years are rather confused and controversial. Kent 
(1982) is the best summary but it is so short and compressed that some of his conclusions seem rather ambiguous. For example, it 
was only with the Monte Judica hoard publication (MJ) that Justinian’s Sicilian issues could be separated from those of Ravenna. 
thus requiring a number of reattributions throughout the series. This piece is apparently given to Rome by Kent, and definitely placed 
there by the MIB, but its closest parallels are bronze 10-nummi pieces termed "Uncertain Italian Mint (Ravenna?)", Kent? 1982) 70 
and Ravenna 110, or definitely ascribed to Ravenna, MIB 237. In any event the obverses were designed by the same die- cutter (note 
the distinctive wreath ties).

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The Coinage of the Visigoths and the Byzantines in Spain

There are a considerable number of solidi which imitate official issues of Valentinian III and other emperors of the fifth century, and 
which are of undoubted Gallic origin. Our piece belongs to an extensive group, long attributed to the Visigoths, bearing a small 
wreath-like crown ("les solidi a la couronelle") above the portrait on the obverse. Recently, however, a great deal of controversy has 
surrounded these coins. A number of French scholars have suggested that these imitations of Valentinian were struck by Roman 
military authorities in Gaul; specifically by Aetius and his successors (ably summarized by Depeyrot, MEC pp. 44-46, and in DOC 
pp. 236-237). This is an extremely attractive theory but Kent(1991), following his survey in Kent(1989), has convincingly refuted 
it. He points out how exceptional it would be for a Roman authority to issue coins under a false’ mintmark, and he does not accept 
that there was any official prototype bearing a crown above the emperor's head. He suggests that the crown signifies Visigothic 
recognition of the emperor's higher position vis-a-vis their own royalty.

The Byzantine coinage of Spain is the rarest series of all those issued by the Eastern emperors. With the exception of Tiberius II, 
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there are tremisses known for all the emperors from Justinian to Heraclius, but they are so uncommon that not even the greatest 
collections have them (neither Hunt nor Ratto had even a single specimen; Kapamadji had a single piece of Heraclius, though it was 
wrongly identified). The attribution of these coins to Spain is absolutely secure: every coin whose provenance is known comes from 
there, and their debased alloy and thin flans are very similar to those of contemporary Visigothic issues. 


The Frankish coinage of Gaul

During the fifth century a variety of unusual silver issues, usually of very light weight, were produced somewhere in north-western 
Gaul. Some, of relatively good style and literacy, have been ascribed to a shadowy Roman authority, perhaps Aetius and his 
successors, but this is not universally accepted. In any case, most of the known examples tend to be found pierced or mounted for 
suspension and often turn up in graves of the period. This piece is clearly a later copy of the earlier, more literate (though equally 
unofficial) issues described by King. The lack of a copied mint mark is intriguing.

The flat-struck face on the obverse often appears on Frankish issues of the 6th century (as on many pieces in the Chinon 
hoard) and this piece is remarkably reminiscent of them.

Copper coins were produced in Provence during the first half of the 6th century, initially under the Ostrogoths and then under the 
Merovingians or, in a semi-autonomous way, by the city of Marseille. The coins very seldom appear on the market with most being 
found during archaeological excavations in Marseille itself. While we have no published provenance for this coin, it comes from 
acollection formed during the first half of this century. Aside from the Garrett coin, sold in 1984, anda second, holed, example (said 
to be from Tunisia) sold privately in London, this is the only example of a copper of Theodebald to come up for sale in a generation. 
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Byzantine-Papal Siliquae of Rome 


The term ‘Papal Imperial’ has usually been taken to refer to the silver papal coinage struck in association with the 
Carolingian emperor (after A.D.800), and the term ‘Papal’ to the coins struck alone (without reference to the 
Carolingian emperor). Itnow seems that a new term is required to deal with what is virtually a new and earlier series; 
a coinage struck by the popes in association with the Byzantine emperors. An article has already been published 
referring to anew Papal Siliqua: "A New Papal Imperial Issue" (cit.below) which can only give rise to confusion. The 
writer favours the term 'Byzantine-Papal’. The general term ‘antiquiores' has traditionally been used to refer to the 
coinage (‘Papal’ and ‘Papal Imperial’) separated by over three hundred years from the main papal series which 
commenced under Boniface VIII (1294-1303) and which term would still include the 'new' Byzantine-Papal series. 


Among the more important points are the papal monograms and signatures which appear on the coins in association 
with representations of the Byzantine emperors. Striking coinage has always been regarded as a decisive mark of 
sovereignty, and the implications for temporal sovereignty being in the hands of the popes nearly a hundred years 
earlier than any historian has previously suggested are staggering. (even the titles of some works reflect a later date 
- e.g. the authoritative study on the origins of the papal state by L. Duchesne, The Beginnings of Temporal Sovereignty 
of the Popes 754-1073, 1900.) These small silver coins, to use the rather sensational terminology in the Daily 
Telegraph item (Sept. 12th, 1986), "are expected to prompt the rewriting of a chunk of mediaeval (Dark Age) history”. 
Their significance has been underlined by an award from the French Academy (Le Prix Duchalais 1986) for the 
preliminary publication, One of the most eminent scholars in this field, probably of this century (Professor Grierson), 
has already observed in private correspondence that "the material is amongst the most important that has ever been 
published in the mediaeval field". 


The listing in this series is extremely interesting, as apart from adding as many as a third again to the number of 
examples of this denomination known, it produces a considerable number of novelties. These include monograms 
for Popes Vitalian and Adeodatus, a monogram variously attributed to Eugenius, Sisinnius, or a Pope Stephen, signed 
coins for Popes Sergius I, Gregory II or III and Zacharias; recognition of a new form of combined monogram for 
Tiberius ITI, and anew complete monogram for Rome. It also offers evidence for reattribution of previously wrongly 
assigned coins, revealing in the process a papal signature for Pope Constantine; amendments to and confirmation of 
some of Sabatier’s line drawings; and indications for fairly precise dating for a number of different issues. It also 
includes an issue which may reasonably be attributed to Anastasius II. In the process it becomes apparent that the 
square coppers issued by Popes Gregory and Zacharias usually regarded as tesserae or weights are in all probability 
coins. To the foregoing remarks from the preliminary article may be added: the newly discovered coin of Constantine 
IV which displays as a reverse type the combination of the emperor’s name and denomination, and confirms therefore 
both the denomination of these silver coins as siliquae of two hundred and fifty nummi (cf. Kent) and the various 
attributions to Constantine IV (Vitalianus, Adeodatus etc.); a new type for Leontius; the discovery of a transitional 
issue for Justinian II (not included in the hoard, but wrongly attributed in the Kapamadji catalogue and in the Bourgey 
sale); and the possible attribution of a coin to the rebellion of the Exarch Olympius, with all that this implies for the 
treason of Pope Martin. 


One explanation for the extreme rarity of these papal coins could be that they are a special commemorative coinage, 
struck only on certain occasions. The view that these issues may represent a ceremonial coinage has also been 
expressed by Michael Hendy in private correspondence. The scattering of donative coins other than by emperors was 
specifically in silver according to Justinianic law (cf. Hendy pp.192-5, cit. below, and SNR note 82, p.128). See also 
T.S. Brown (cit. below), where it is observed: "In the seventh century the clerical élite of Rome maintained Roman 
traditions by scattering largesse in the manner of the old consuls" (pp.35 and 158, also 137). It has been unclear how 
these papal siliquae were related to the debased potin or copper solidi struck in Rome in the early eighth century. If, 
however, the coins were of a special donative or commemorative nature there would be no need for a precise 
relationship - a modern parallel may be seen in the issues of 'Maundy money’. It has been suggested in DOC (1, p.9) 
before publication of this find - that ceremonial coins struck for distribution on such occasions as accessions, 
anniversaries, marriages or victory celebrations and consulships practically came to an end in the seventh century. 
This will now have to be modified to: "practically came to an end in the eighth century". 


The coins were on exhibition before publication at the Munzkabinett in Winterthur, Switzerland in 1984 and were 
available for some years at the British Museum to interested students and scholars. A monograph on this series is 
unfortunately, still in the course of preparation, and will have contributions from most of the leading figures in the field. 
In this respect, any observations, critical or otherwise, from those familiar with the period would be most welcome, 
and should be addressed to M.D.O’ Hara c/o The Department of Coins and Medals, British Museum, London. Copies 
of all correspondence relating to the coins are deposited in the archives at the British Museum and in the Ashmolean 
Museum and is available for study, to interested scholars and students. M. D. O'H 
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refer to the papal siliquae of Rome, but the hoard is not specifically mentioned on pp.244, and 261). 
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Die axis: The relationship of the axis is indicated by the hours of the clock in lower case Roman numerals. 


Heraclonas, 641 


Pope John IV, 640-642 


Siliqua, 641. 0.206g. vi. Crowned (?) beardless bust facing, wearing chlamys. Border of extended triangular wedges 
clockwise. Rev. RM in monogram combined with a short barred cross (monogram number two). Linear border. 
O'Hara | (this coin). S 1124 (this coin). Unique. Weak obverse, otherwise about very fine 1,500.- 


A certain reluctance to accept any attribution of coinage to Heraclonas has been shown by some scholars, but although the copper 
coins previously attributed to Heraclonas have now been demonstrated to belong to Constans II, the attribution of the gold is quite 
another matter and the Heraclonas attribution is still accepted by most scholars, and in particular by Professor Grierson (see 
Byzantine Coins, 94, 110, 123/4 and 142). There have been no silver coins previously attributed to Heraclonas. 

The provisional listing under Heraclonas is suggested as the beardless bust is small and neat (similar to that on the Roman solidi of 
Heraclonas) and completely different from SNR types 3 and 4 below. This together with the linear border on the reverse (a feature 
otherwise more usual at a later period on the siliquae of Leontius and Tiberius II) and the cross with a short bar seem to separate 
this issue. Apart from the linear border the style does not fit a listing under Anastasius II. 


The most characteristic border in this series consists of ‘triangular wedges', usually overlapping, but sometimes extended, pointing, 
either clockwise or anticlockwise. Other types of border which occur are: ‘pelleted’; ‘Pellet and bar’ (very common at the mint of 
Naples - Grierson has already remarked on the close similarity between the products of Rome and Naples in Byzantine Coins , p.144); 
‘reel’ and ‘wreath’. 


Constans II, 641-651 


Popes John IV, 640-642 and Pope Theodore, 642-49 


Siliqua, 641-647(?). 0.141g. vii. Crowned beardless bust facing, wearing chlamys and crown with two layers. Pellet 
and bar border. Crude style. Rev. RM in monogram combined with a long barred cross (monogram number four). 
Border of overlapping anti-clockwise triangular wedges. O'Hara 2 (this coin). S 1125 (this coin). 

Unique. Edge chip, very fine 1,500.- 


Popes Theodore, 642-49 and St. Martin, 649-54 


Siliqua, 647-651(?). 0.272g. vi. Crowned bust facing with short beard, wearing chlamys. Reel border. Rev. RM 
in monogram combined with a short barred cross (monogram number two). Pellet and bar border. 
O'Hara 3 (this coin). BMC 381/2, pl 35, 6 (Constans IT) = MIB 75 (Constantine IV) = DOC 80a (Constantine IV). 
S 1125A var. Seven examples of this type noted. 

Very rare. Some die rusting and very fine/extremely fine 800.- 
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Siliqua, 647-651 (?). 0.247g. y. Pellet and bar border on both obverse and reverse otherwise types as previous (but 
monogram number five), O’Hara 4 (this coin), otherwise references as for previous coin. Seven examples noted. 
Very rare. Off-centre, otherwise very fine — 600.- 


Siliqua, 647-651(?). 0.24g. vi. Similar to 574, but different hair style, two locks of hair on the right side, otherwise 
types similar to previous. Monogram number two. See O'Hara, "A Type 3a Variant in the Byzantine Papal Series", 
NCire forthcoming. Variant not previously noted. Seven examples of this class recorded. 

Very rare. Minor edge chip, very fine 800.- 


Siliqua, 647-65 1(?). 0.189g. vii. Similarto previous, but bars of cross end as across potent. Monogram number seven. 
O'Hara 5 (this coin), Variant not previously recorded. Seven examples of this class noted. 
Very rare. Pierced, otherwise about very fine 500.- 


Siliqua, 647-65 1(?). 0.238g. vi. Similar to previous, but trefoil (?) on crown, and bars of cross end as a form of cross 
pattee (monogram number six). O'Hara 6 (this coin). Variant not previously noted. Seven examples of this class 
recorded. (S 1125A). Very rare. Some weakness, very fine 800.- 


Although Hahn and Grierson have listed the one recorded specimen of the short bearded type (hoard numbers 3 to 7) under 
Constantine IV, the existence of O'Hara 2 (beardless bust) of very similar type and workmanship to O'Hara nos. 3 to 6 (no globus 
cruciger) but quite different to the beardless bust types (some with globus cruciger) listed under Constantine [V (MIB 73 = Berlin 
[with gl. cr.] and DOC 80b - see O'Hara nos. 11, 12 and 13), suggests that the original attribution of Wroth in BMC is the correct 
one. 


Olympius, Exarch of Italy 651-2 


Pope St. Martin, 649-54 


Siliqua, 651-2. 0.248g. vi. Facing bust wearing crown, cuirass and paludamentum. Military dress and totally different 
treatment of the crown beard and hair to that of the four preceding coins. Pellet and bar border? Rev. border of anti- 
clockwise triangular wedges, otherwise type as SNR numbers 3 and 4 (monogram number two), O’Hara 7. For the 
attribution of this coin and the implications for the treason of Pope Martin see "Further to the Find of Byzantine Silver 
from the Mint of Rome for the Period 640-750", Proceedings of the 10th INC (1989), pp.321-6, at pp.321-3. SCMB 
(1986) pp. 334/5, a brief report on one aspect of the paper presented at the 10th INC on the Olympius attribution. See 
also O’Hara, "Numismatic Evidence for the Treason of Pope Martin, A.D.649-654", The l4th Annual U.S. Byzantine 
Studies Conference, Houston (Oct.1988), Abstracts of Papers p.53. Previously unknown. 

Unique and important. Very fine/extremely fine 6,000.- 


The significance of this type was overlooked in the preliminary SNR publication but is discussed fully in the articles and papers 
referred to above. The obverse clearly depicts an effigy in military dress and with a completely different portrait from that of the 
ruling Byzantine emperor Constans II. The type fits chronologically and stylistically to the time of the revolt of the military governor 
of Italy, the Exarch Olympius in AD 651/2. Olympius had been instructed to arrest Pope Martin, but after having failed in this 
attempted to set up an independent kingdom. It is the opinion of some historians that he was fully supported in this by Pope Martin. 
This coin is primary evidence in support of this view. 


A military style of dress is not usual on the coinage of Constans II. The last occasion a facing military effigy appeared was on the 
first gold issues (610-13) of Heraclius and a little later on the copper, and was not to appear again, apart from three exceptions, for 
nearly three hundred years. 


It is interesting to note that the trace elements in the metal composition show a higher proportion of tin and antimony than that 
of the coins of Constans II: Sn 0.56 as opposed to 0.03 - 0.08; and Sb 0.10 compared to 0,01 - 0.04 (cf. Morrisson and Barrandon 
cit. above). In fact the highest level of antimony to that of any coin in the hoard, This could suggest different moneyers and or different 


mint procedures for this issue. 


See the notes below to the siliqua of Constantine IV with spear and civilian dress. 
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Constans II, 651-668 


Popes St. Martin, 649-54, St. Eugene I, 654-7 and St. Vitalian 657-72 


Siliqua, 651(?)-668. 0.329¢. vi. Bust with long beard, facing, wearing chlamys and crown with trefoil; holding globus 
cruciger in left hand. Pellet and bar border. Rev. RM, Greek cross above, six-pointed star below (cf. monogram chart 
number twenty). Heavy wreath border. O'Hara 8. S 1125B var. There are nine examples of the ‘long beard’ class 
now noted, but this variant, without fragmentary inscription, was previously unknown. 

Extremely rare. Weak in parts, otherwise about extremely fine —_1,250.- 


Siliqua, 651(?)-668. 0.268g. vi. Crowned bust with long beard, facing, wearing chlamys and holding globus cruciger 
inright hand. Fragmentary inscription. Pellet and bar border. Rev. RM, cross potent above, seven-pointed star below 
(cf. monogram chart number nineteen var.), Heavy reel border. O’Hara 9. BMC 379. DOC 192. CNI15, pl. 3, 25. 
S 1125C var. There are nine examples of this class noted. 

Very rare. Obverse struck slightly flat, reverse better than very fine 800.- 


Siliqua, 651(?)-668. 0.213g. vi. Crown with trefoil and eight-pointed star in reverse field, otherwise types as previous 
(cf. monogram chart number nineteen), O’Hara 10, Tolstoi 120 = (MIB 159 crown with cross). There are nine 
examples of this class noted. s 
Very rare. Obverse struck from rusty die, otherwise better than very fine 800.- 


Constantine IV 668-85 


Popes Vitalian, 657-72, Adeodatus, 672-76, Donus, 676-8, St. Leo, 682-3 and St.Benedict 684-5 


Siliqua, ca.668 (?) 0.16g. vi. Facing beardless (?) bust, wearing chlamys and distinctive two layered crown, spear 
held over right shoulder. Hair curved (more ornate than the later coins of Con.IV) but traces of double striking. Pellet 
and bar border. Rev. RM in monogram combined with a short barred cross. Monogram number two. Border 
composed of triangular wedges, clockwise. See O'Hara, "The last Three ‘Byzantine Papal’ Siliquae from The Find 
of Silver from the Mint of Rome", NCirc, May 1992, pp.111-2. Previously unknown. 

Unique and very fine or better 3,800.- 


The more than usually ornate two layered crown is parallelled by the crown on the second type beardless bust issue attributed to 
Constans II (SNR type 2) and not occuring elsewhere in the series. This might suggest that the Constans coins should be reattributed 
to Constantine IV, The analysis of the coins attributed to Constans II, however, which shows a very high silver content would be 
against attributing these coins to the period after the departure of Constans II from Rome in 663, when everything of value was 
removed from the city, even down to the roof of the Pantheon (this presumably included all silver bullion). All the papal coins 
attributed to Constantine IV show a substantially lower silver content than those of Constans II - as might be expected, 


The beardless bust and the Constans II curved hair* style would suggest placing this issue early in the reign (although there is aheavy 
line for the chin and it may be that a beard was intended). 


From the treatment of the right side of the chlamys it would seem as if the engraver was unsure as to whether or not a shield should 
have been added. The combination of civilian dress and spear is most unusual and otherwise unknown in these papal issues. As 
civilian dress is the norm for this series, this new coin again serves to emphasise the extraordinary nature of the 'Olympius' issue 
(O'Hara type 3b) where the exarch is shown wearing a cuirass. This is even more marked when one considers that of all the emperors 
of this period it is Constantine IV who is usually depicted in full military dress. It would seem as if the portrait was taken from the 
usual representation of the emperor, with the three-quarter facing bust wearing helmet and cuirass, and holding shield and spear, but 
as this form of dress was inappropriate, not used before or after, the military elements were changed for a crown and chlamys, but 
the spear was retained - possibly for identification purposes 


Pope St. Vitalian, 657-72 


Siliqua, 668-672. 0.343g. v. Crowned beardless bust facing, wearing chlamys and holding globus cruciger in right 
hand. Indeterminate border, possibly pellet and bar. Rev. Elongated’ monogram of Pope Vitalian (monogram number 
sixteen). Indeterminate border, linear or pellet and bar. O'Hara 14. S 1233A var. Berman p.32, 8 (the line drawing 
of the monogram wrongly drawn, the letter V inadvertently omitted). Cf also Berman - O’ Hara, correspondence CNR 
April 1993. Three coins of this class noted. 

Extremely rare. Find patina with slight corrosion, nearly extremely fine 4,750.- 


A monogram representing someone other than an emperor is unprecedented for this early period. It is extremely important for the 
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degree of papal independence and sovereignty it implies. Few non-imperial monograms occur on seventh century coins, apart from 
varieties of the christogram. The important implications of this are fully discussed in the preliminary article in the SNR. See also 
Berman (PNH p.33), a reference to the actions of Pope Vitalian "A manifestation of the pope seizing secular power for the first time 
on a national level". The S of the monogram is off the flan. See the notes to the following two coins. 


Siliqua, 668-672. 0 257g. vi. As previous. Indeterminate border on obverse and reverse, possibly pellet and bar? 
Smaller ‘squat’ monogram (number seventeen), pellet in reverse field right. O'Hara 15. S 1233A var. Berman p.32, 
8. Cf also Berman - O'Hara, correspondence CNR April 1993. Three coins of this class noted. 

Extremely rare. Some weakness in obverse, virtually extremely fine 4,750.- 


The design of the short or 'squat‘ monogram (SNR type 7b). which enables the final S to appear on the flan of the coin, was 
presumably designed after the issue of the ‘elongated’ monogram type (SNR type 7a) where only the lower part of the S appears on 
the coin. The distinction may be easily seen by noting the position of the bar for the letter L in relation to the top of the A. See the 
notes to the preceding and following coins. 


Siliqua, 668-672. 0.250g. vi. As previous. O*Hara 16 (this coin). S 1233A var. Berman p.32, 8. Cf also Berman 
- O'Hara, correspondence CNR April 1993. Three coins of this class noted, previously unknown. 
Extremely rare. Dark find patina and weakly struck on obverse. Good very fine 4,250.- 


The globus of the globus cruciger is off the flan and the cross therefore appears as if it is a separate cross in the left field. The S is 
off the flan on the ‘elongated’ monogram (SNR type 7a). In general during this period the dies were too large for the blanks. The 
pendants of the fibula on this type (SNR type 7) are depicted in the same manner as on two following types. The inaccurate ‘Berman’ 
line drawing was presumably based on this example, as the leg of the V is badly cut on the die, and the pellet in the field may help 
to give the impression of two pellets to the right of the A. See the notes to the previous two coins. 


Pope Adeodatus, 672-76 


Siliqua, 672-676, 0.234g. vi. Crowned (?) bust facing, wearing chlamys and holding globus cruciger in right hand. 
Indeterminate border. Rev. monogram number ten (Pope Adeodatus). Border of overlapping triangular wedges, 
clockwise. O’Hara 17 (this coin). S 1233B (this coin), See Luciana Cuppo-Csaki, "The Catacomb of Domitilla and 
the Cult of Martyrs in the Sixth Century and Early Middle Ages", a paper read at the 12. Internationaler Kongress fiir 
Christliche Archaologie (Bonn 22-28 September, 1991). Berman p. 32, 7. Cf also Berman - O’ Hara, correspondence 
CNR April 1993. Unique. Weakly struck and edge sligtly ragged, otherwise about extremely fine 5,500.- 


Unknown previously and again very important for the extent and continuity of papal sovereignty it suggests. The same treatment 
of the pendants of the fibula as on the preceding and following types. The possibility does of course exist that the monogram could 
conceivably be read as representing Pope Agatho (678-681). However the form d for D seems clear, and it would seem safest at this 
stage to list the coin under Pope Adeodatus.There are two monograms described by Cuppo which are thought to refer to an 
‘Adeodatus’, one of which appears to be a play on the classic Chrismon/Alpha-Omega 


Popes Donus, 676-8, St. Agatho, 678-81, St. Leo, 682-3 and St. Benedict 684-5 


Siliqua, 676-84? 0.33g. vi. Crowned beardless bust facing wearing chlamys and presumably holding a globus 
cruciger (although this is off the flan). Indeterminate border, possibly linear. Rev. to left C over N separated by a bar; 
to right O; above, an incomplete cross. Monogram number twenty three. Pellet and bar or pelleted border. See 
O'Hara, "A New Papal Imperial Issue: Not from The Find of Byzantine Silver from the Mint of Rome",SM_ 146, May 
1987, pp.42-3. (Despite the title the coin is, in fact, from the find). 

Unique. An exceptionally fine example. Toned and virtually as struck 6,000.- 


Unknown previously and extremely important both for the dating and identification of the denomination. The parallel between this 
reverse type and the Ravenna issues of the Constans IT ‘long beard’ class is striking - to say the least. The Constans II coins with CON 
or KCON around a cross have been identified by Kent as siliquae of 250 nummi. This coin confirms Kent's findings as the 
abbreviation for 250 (C/N) is clearly marked. The Byzantine love of double meanings is again demonstrated here with the layout 
of the letters referring both to the denomination and the emperor Constantine. The emperor can only be Constantine IV and would 
certainly seem to confirm the various other Constantine IV attributions, which in turn confirm the 'Vitalianus’ attribution with all 
the implications for Papal sovereignty at this early date. 
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Pope St. Benedict, 684-5 


Siliqua, 676-685 or 684-5. 0.315g. vi. Crowned beardless bust facing, wearing chlamys and holding globus cruciger 
in right hand. Indeterminate border. Rev. RM in monogram combined with a short barred cross (monogram number 
nine), eight-pointed star in upper field left. Pellet and bar border. O’Hara 11 (this coin). S 1233 var. For the dating 
of this class see O’Hara, "The Chronology of the Star Type of Constantine IV", NCirc (1988), p.113. Three examples 
noted. Extremely rare. Minor flan crack, otherwise clear and virtually as struck 2,000,- 


This class was previously unknown apart from the line drawing in Sabatier. See the notes to 591. 


Siliqua, 676-685 or 684-5. 0.195g. v. As previous but style a little more crude. Longer bar to cross on reverse. 
Indeterminate borders, possibly pellet and bar (monogram number nine). O'Hara 12 (this coin). S 1233 var. Three 
examples noted. Extremely rare. Weakly struck and about very fine. 800.- 


For the dating see O'Hara, "The Chronology of the Star Type of Constantine IV", NCire (1988), p.113. 


Siliqua, 676-685 or 684-5. 0.17 1g. vi. As previous (monogram number nine), but star has seven points. Indeterminate 
borders. This variant was previously known only from a line drawing in Sabatier, p.268, 17, pl. 28, 22 with a seven- 
pointed star and no globus cruciger, listed there under Heraclius. Sabatier 17 = DOC 80b (dated 668-685) = MIB 74 
(dated 668-674) = Tolstoi 44 (under Heraclius, p. 663). O'Hara 13 (this coin). $ 1233 var. Three examples of this 
class noted. Extremely rare. Slightly corroded and edge chipped, fine to very fine 600.- 


The existence of SNR numbers 11, 12 and 13 (type 6) with the emperor holding a globus cruciger, can only cast doubt on the detail 
of Sabatier’s line drawing, but at the same time the basic type is confirmed. A seven-pointed star is confirmed with SNR number 
13. A six or eight pointed star was originally a monogram of I and X (Jesus Christ) with or without a cross. A cross with an X 
superimposed, or a vertical bar with an X superimposed - the form with a horizontal bar with an X superimposed seems to have no 
meaning (DOC II, 1, pp. 109-110). The seven pointed star on SNR number 13, confirming Sabatier’s line drawing, is probably an 
engraver’s error. It would seem quite logical for the pope eventually to replace the monogram of Christ’s name in the top left position 
with his own initial. For example, on the later issues with S (Pope Sergius), Z (Pope Zacharias), and a Byzantine G (Pope Gregory 
III). The pendants of the fibula on the chlamys are crudely depicted. This distinctive feature links this type with the two previous 
types (SNR types 7 and 8). 


Justinian II, first reign, 685-695 


Popes John V, 685-686 and Conon, 686-687 
Papal pretenders Peter, 686, Theodore, 686 and 687 and Paschal, 687 


Siliqua, 685-687. 0.259g. vi. Crowned beardless bust facing, wearing chlamys and holding globus cruciger in right 
hand. Pelleted border. Rev. RM, cross above (cf. monogram chart number twenty two). Pellet and bar border. O'Hara 
18 (this coin). BN 1 (under Constantine V) = MIB 43 = Ricotti Prina pl. 17, 84 (under Constans II). Ratto 1548 (under 
Constans IT) = DOC 65 (under Justinian II’s first reign). S 1308 var. Six examples of this class noted. 

Very rare with find patina. Nearly extremely fine 1,250.- 


The dating for this class is suggested on the evidence of the signed coin of Sergius (687-701). If Popes John V (685-686) or Conon 
(686-687) were unwilling to strike coins using their own name it would seem quite logical that they revert to a traditional type with 
RM. 


Siliqua, 685-687. 0.194g. vi. As previous (cf. monogram chart number twenty one), but reverse with pelleted border. 
O’Hara 19 (this coin), S 1308 var. See references to previous coin. Six examples of this class noted. 
Very rare. Weakly struck, otherwise very fine 800.- 


Siliqua, 685-687. 0.212g. v. As previous, but slightly larger head and reverse with border of triangular wedges anti- 
clockwise, otherwise types as previous (cf. monogram chart number twenty one). O’ Hara 20 (this coin). S 1308 var. 
See references to number twenty-one. Six examples of this class noted. 

Very rare. Find patina and slightly corroded, but good very fine 800.- 
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Siliqua, 685-687. 0.24g. v. As previous, indeterminate borders. (See monogram chart number twenty one.) O’Hara 
18-20 (this example not from the hoard). S 1308 var. Six examples of this class noted. 
Very rare. Crystallised silver. Fine to very fine 500.- 


See the notes to the first coin of this type, Pope St. Sergius 1, 597. 


Crowned beardless bust facing, wearing chlamys and holding globus cruciger in right 
hand. Linear border. Rev. full monogram for Rome, S in upper field left. Monogram number eleven. Linear border. 
O'Hara 21 (this coin). S 1308A (this coin, ther attributed to Pope Sergius). Berman p. 32, 6. Cf also Berman - O'Hara, 
correspondence CNR April 1993. 

Unique. Slightly off-centre but nicely toned and with an extraordinary portrait. Nearly extremely fine 4,750.- 


It will be noted that the beardless bust was in use on the metropolitan coinage until 687 and that we may therefore possibly expect 
to see coins with a bearded bust with the signature of Pope Sergius appear in time. This coin (SNR number 21) certainly bears little 
resemblance to the rather crude workmanship shown by the coins of the first two issues. The similarities are remarkable both in style 
and the general superior workmanship between this coin and the work of the anonymous master-engraver who designed the "good 
style” bust of the last gold issues of Constantine IV and the "good style" Constantinopolitan solidi of Justinian’s beardless bust issues 
(DOC II, 2, p.530, 12-15; and p, 575, 1-3). 


Leontius, 695-698 


Pope St. Sergius I, 687-701

Rev. RM in monogram combined with a cross (monogram number two). Linear border. Cf. M. O’Hara, "The Thirty- 
second Silver Coin from the Find of Byzantine Silver from the Mint of Rome", NCirc, Feb. 1987, pp.4-S, fig 1 (this 
coin). Previously unknown. Unique. Broken and glued together, poor to fine 800.- 


Siliqua, 0.205g. v. Crowned bearded bust facing, wearing loros and holding mappa in right hand. Linear border. Rev. 
RM, cross potent above (cf. monogram chart number eighteen), Linear border. O'Hara 22 (this coin), S 1351 var.

Hahn has read the monogram on the specimen in Turin as a simple monogram for Tiberius (the M read as an S) with no reference 
to the city, a reading which in itself would be very unusual for the Rome mint (cf. DOC 1, p. 21). The coins of Tiberius combining 
his name with that of Rome are indeed uncharacteristic and most unusual. An imperial monogram of any kind is most unusual for 
Rome. See also DOC p.108 where it is remarked that no imperial monograms were used at Carthage or Rome under Justinian II, 
second reign, 705-711.

Of the highest rarity. Crystallised silver and off-center, otherwise good very fine 3,800.- 


Variously attributed to Sisinnius 708, Eugenius 654-57 and Stefanus 752-7. The various arguments were laid out in a paper presented 
before the The 10th International Numismatic Congress, September, 1986 (cf. volume of proceedings, 1989, pp.321-6, at pp.323-5). 


Pope Sisinnius reigned for only twenty days, and it seems remarkable, bearing in mind his age and infirmity, that coins should have 
been struck in his name, let alone that any should have survived. There is, however, a lead seal with the name of Pope Sisinnius in 
a private collection in Italy, as yet unpublished. 


The top of the cross is barely discernible, giving rise to modern readings (CNI) of the monogram as Stefanus - the top of the cross 
being misread as the bar of the T. A similar miscalculation in the size of the design seems to have occurred on one of the types 
attributed to Vitalianus (SNR type 7a). However, for this monogram (SNR no.25, type 14) although there is no A, Stephen III must 
remain a possibility - even if stylistically improbable.

Although 
comparatively ‘common’ (ten specimens noted) this class was not represented in the hoard.

This coin has been attributed to Anastasius II partly on the basis of its similarity, especially in the style of the hair, with the gold issues 
of this emperor for Rome. This is also supported by the analyses carried out by Morrisson and Barrandon (see below).

Previously variously attributed to Gregory, Exarch of Africa, who revolted against Constans II in 647, and to Duke Gregory of 
Benevento (732 -739). Its presence in this hoard provides confirmation, if such confirmation were needed, of the correctness of the 
reattribution of this coin from where it had languished for so many years under Benevento to its rightful place under Byzantine or 
“papal” Rome. 


The attribution to Pope Gregory II rather than Gregory III is suggested by the analyses carried out by Morrisson and Barrandon, (see 
below).

The attribution to Leo IIT has been made mainly on the basis of the treatment of the hair with the very distinctive horizontal line or 
lines on each side. This feature first occurs on the Rome coinage of Leo III and is continued on the Rome coinage of Constantine 
V: but also the bust is quite different from those of Constantine IV or Justinian II. See the previous notes regarding the Morrisson 
Barrandon analyses. The distinctive Byzantine form for G first occurs under Justinian II in the word REGNANUUM (DOC 
2,1,p.104). An alternative attribution for SNR no.28 would be under Justinian II with the letter representing Pope John V (685-686). 
The form G for Giovanni was a later development and the form I for lohannes was more usual in this period. There are examples, 
however, in the late sixth century of I being used for G (cf. T.S. Brown, op.cit., in the prosopographical index, p.262, also note on 
p-72) lugildus for Gugildus (AD 591), and therefore the reverse (G for I) would not be impossible. 

It is unfortunate that the inscription on the obverse is undecipherable. The first two letters appear to be S I (for 0 1) and the fifth letter 
possibly an O - which would fit precisely for the present attribution.

The attribution of these anonymous copper rectangular thirty nummi pieces of Rome, for the period 690-720, to 
particular emperors is still very difficult. The most comprehensive study remains that of Ottorino Murari. It is 
interesting to note Professor Grierson’s comments, in view of the composition of the rest of the hoard, that the low 
weight combined with a relatively high value suggest that the thirty nummi pieces may have been intended as a coinage 
in billon rather than copper. Murari has indicated that there were traces of silver on many of the coins he listed. These 
coins are treated in the CNI (XV, 60, 13-17) as non-imperial issues struck in part by the Senate during the last years 
of Byzantine rule, 690-720.

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Morrison Barrandon Analyses 


Although an extremely valuable analysis the Morrisson/Barrandon chronology as presented in their paper at, the 10th 
INC is unfortunately a chronological based solely on a simple debasement. This approach is hardly sustainable, as 
it takes no account of historical events, numismatic, stylistic or other criteria. For example AD 663, the visit of 
Constans II to Rome when it is known that all bullion was removed from the city - even down to the roof of the 
Pantheon. The analysis serves to underline the distinction in silver content between the issues attributed to Constans 
II and Constantine IV in the preliminary publication in the SNR. And, thereby, goes some considerable way, as 
additional evidence, in confirming the early Papal attributions. Similarly, in AD 676, when Rome was totally 
devastated by plague, O’Hara 17 would seem to be confirmed in its attribution to Pope Adeodatus (672-76) as it is

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Comparative Attributions 


It will be noted in some instances in the Morrisson/Barrandon dating, a chronology based on simpledebasement, that 
the same type or issue is attributed to different emperors. (e.g. SNR 18,19, and 20, and the example in the BN) This, 
in itself, must demonstrate conclusively that no series of attributions can be based on the criteria of chronological 


debasement alone.
